| T cannot but be remembred that the Author of a 


This being the moft wife Oracle of its kind that has 
fiid any Thing about Trade of late, the MERC A- 
TOR cannot but agree with that Gentleman; and if 
he will but change his more into as much, he agrees cx- 
atly with the MERCATOR for the MERC A- 
TOR, They never bid fair for ir in this World, nei- 
ther before the War or fince, and the Cri/is has not 
offered one Word to prove that they ever bid fair for 
it before the War, or that they bid fairer for ir now. 


It cannot but make the moft confidering Men fmile 
to hear People talk of a Nation Engroffing Trade, that 
have no Wool for their Manufactures, and but a poor 
deal of Shipping for Navigation, and whofe Situation 
is an effectual Bar againft their fo much as meddling in 
feveral confiderable Trades in the World, and others of 
their Circumflances are the like Bar againft other 
Branches. For Example, 


It is peculiar to France, that there is not one River 
in the whole Kingdom of France whofe Influx to the 
Sea is in the faid Kingdom of France; but what either 
rifes within the Kingdom or Enters it fo fmall, that it 
gives France no Navigation by it into any other Coun- 
uy. The River Rhofiie, and as Branches excepted 
which helps them a little on the fide of Switzerland, 
Geneva, &c, 


By this Situation France is entirely cut off from rhe 
Trade with the Heart of Europe, I mean the whole 
Empire of Germany and its adjacent Dominions. They 
are likely then to Engrofs the Trade. 


On the other Hand, feveral Rivers, whofe Courfe 
out of France empties themfelves into, and through 
other Countries, give thofe Countrjes an Inlet even 
into the Heart of France, by which France is fo far 
from Engroffing the Trade of Europe, that it cannot 
carry on its own Trade, but feveral Goods of its own 
Growth are fain to be Exported to other Countries to 


be carry’d from thence into other Parts of France. For 
Exam ple, 


The Growth of Gaftogne, Languedoc, Anjou, &c. 
be it in Wines, wrought Silks, Olives, Oil or Fruit, &. 
are {hipped from Rourdeaux to Holland, and fent up 
the Maes into the North of Champaign, and by the 


Mofelfe and the Saar to Alfatia, and Country between 
the Saar and the Rhine, nor can they be carry’d inte 
thofe Countries by any other way but by along Voi- 
ture by Land at an intollerable Expence, and fuch as 
would ruin the Trade it felf. 


Is this the Nation than that bids fair to Engrofs all 
the Trade of Europe, when here is the greateft part 
of Europe they have no Correfpondence with, nor can 
Trade with, but by the help of their Neighbours? Ir- 
deed when France has obtain’d the whole Monarchy 
ot Europe it may be faid in one refpe&, that they have 
the Trade, but the MERCATOR will not charge 
the Author of the Guardian with fo mean a Quibble as 
that; And yet were they to flye ro that Shift it would 
not anfier their End, for were the King of France 
Monarch of all Europe he could’ ndt doit; he could . 
not fail without Ships, carry by Water without Sea or 
Rivets; he could mot make Manofaétures without 
Wool; he might have the Dominion of the Country, 
but the Trade would run much as ir does. 


This new Cuftom of -Magnifying the formidable 
Power of France, fo as to make him a Terror to this 
Nation; is’a Device lately taken up, which anfwers 
but a few Ends, and thofe not the honefteft neither ; 


‘what the Defign is, let rhefe Men tell the World if 


they are not afhamd of it: Of their Military Greatuefs 
the MERCATOR fiys nothing, it being no part of 
the Work of this Paper ; Tho’ it feems very irrational 
to fay, thac the French are more Formidable now than 
they were before the War; if thar can be made good, 
what has this Nation been doing fo long ? When after 
fo many Victories, and after beating the French fo ef- 
fectually they fhould be fuppofed to be yer in a Capa- 
city to ruin us all, and they fhould be more Formidable 
than when they firft began. This would be an unan- 
fwerable Reafon for making the Peace with them. 


But this is all Coin’d, and the mix’d Metal appears 
in it at firft View, for take the Cafe as it ftands, it is 
alla Cheat ; bur particularly as to matters of Trade, the 
French are utterly uncapable, and rhat feveral ways for 
Example.

blith their own Security againft all the Invaders and all 


the Pretenders in the World. But this is not the pro- 
per Subject of the MERCATOR.
